It is proved, the report says, th at 
Messrs, Davitt, Harris, Dillon, VV. E. 
O’Brien, W. Redmond, O'Connor, Con­ 
don and O'Keliy conspired to bring aUiut 
the absolute separation of Ireland from 
G reat Britain. 
The fac simile Parnell letter was a 
forgery.

LIVE STOCK AND DAIRY. 


P ro v id e fo r th e F resh Cows. 
The wise dairyman will make provi­ 
sion in advance for exigencies that 
arise in the care aud management of 
stock. He can employ a few spare 
hours to no better advantage than in 
preparing a few stalls for cows during 
parturition. The too-common custom 
of leaving cows stanchioned up to tho 
moment of calving, and often so con­ 
fined through its throes, is as inhuman 
as it is unwise. Tho females of all 
animals imtinctively seek seclusion 
during these trying periods, and that 
seclusion, with 
Caro and comfort, 
should bo freely given them. Unless 
the dairy -s a very largo ono, it will 
not require more than two or three 
stalls 
for tho 
purpose indicated. 
There is generally spare room enough 
for theso in the average stable, but if 
not erect them elsewhere in warm quar­ 
ters. 
Build an ordinary box-stall, 
bars opening on tho stable. 
Tho 
dimensions of tho stall need be only 
sufficient for the free movements of 
the animal. Mateo tho stalls snug and 
warm; keep them dry, and well littered 
with straw. Tho cow should bo turn­ 
ed loose in the stall a few days prior 
to parturition, 
and kept there till 
after the expulsion of the placenta. 
Isolation for a longer period would bo 
still better. Consult tho farm record, 
or memorandum book, to see when tho 
natural period of gestation will expire, 
and keep carcel watch of tho cow. 
She may calve before or after her 
timo; her symptoms and appearance 
must govern in this regard. .Now 
milch cows, in tho severest weather of 
our harsh Northern wiuters, can be 
made even more profitable than in 
midsummer. 
They 
require warm 
quarters and abundant food. In tho 
early spring, when the greater num­ 
ber of dairy cows aro -cuing in, stalls 
are indispensible, not only for the 
comfort of cows, but to insure their 
safe passage through this trying or­ 
deal. In these matters, tho best that 
man can do is to assist nature. Cows 
that run down at calving time, and are 
111 cared for and neglected, will bo 
profitless to the owners the rest of tho 
season.

An experiment made the past sum­ 
mer with cows proved that when a 
handful of salt, or about two ounces of 
it, was given every day, the yield of 
butter was increased one-fifth; and 
when salt was withheld tho yield fell 
off in the same proportion. The reason, 
beyond question, is that as salt is re­ 
quired for full digestion of the food, 
more of the food was changed into 
milk. Keep rock-salt within reach of 
the cows. 
From slipping the heavy draught or 
fast-driving horses are especially liable 
to sprain of the tendons or ligaments, 
causing lameness. 
The parts are 
feverish, hot, tender, and painful. In 
all cases of lameness in horses, the foot 
should be carefully examined, as nails, 
defective shoeing, or injury of the foot 
are the most common causes of lame-4 
ness. 
In cattle or sheep the feet may 
also be the most frequent seat of in­ 
jury. If the heel cannot be put down 
level on the ground, the strain is loca­ 
ted in the back tendons, and if not of 
recent injury a high-heeled shoe will 
reUeve the strain upon the tender ten­ 
don. In acute cases hot applications 
should be used.

Provide for the Fresh Cows. 
The wise dairyman will make provi­ 
sion in advance for exigencies that 
arise in the care aud management of 
stock. He can employ a few spare 
hours to no better advantage than in 
preparing a few stalls for cows during 
parturition. The too-common custom 
of leaving cows stanchioned up to the 
moment of calving, and often so con­ 
fined through its throes, is as inhuman 
as it is unwise. Tho females of all 
animals instinctively sock seclusion 
during these trying periods, and that 
seclusion, with 
care and comfort, 
should be freely given them. Unless 
the dairy it a very largo one, it will 
not require more than two or three 
stalls 
for tho purpose indicated. 
There is generally spare room enough 
for these in the average stable, but if 
not erect them elsewhere in warm quar­ 
ters. 
Build an ordinary* box-stall, 
bars opening on tho stable. 
The 
dimensions of the stall need be only 
sufficient for the free movements of 
the animal. Make tho stalls snug and 
warm; keep them dry, and well littered 
with straw. The cow should bo turn­ 
ed loose in the stall a few days prior 
to parturition, and kept there till 
after the expulsion of the placenta. 
Isolation for a longer period would bo 
still better. Consult the farm record, 
or memorandum book, to see when tho 
natural period of gestation will expire, 
and keep careful watch of the cow. 
She may calve before or after her 
time; her symptoms and appearance 
must govern in this regard, is ow 
milch cows, in tho severest weather of 
our harsh Northern winters, can be 
made even more profitable than in 
mid-summer. 
They require warm 
quarters and abundant food. In tho 
early spring, when tho greater num­ 
ber of dairy cows are oming in, stalls 
are indispensible, not only for tho 
comfort of cows, but to insure their 
safe passage through this trying or­ 
deal. In these matters, tho best that 
man can do is to assist nature. Cows 
that run down at calving time, and are 
ill cared for and neglected, will bo 
profitless to the owners the rest of the 
season.

Stock »nd Dairy Notes. 
J. B. Murphy, of Park Ridge, IU., 
has purchased the stallion Hamblo- 
tonian Wilkes for $10,000. 
When horses are kept standing idle 
in the stable by long-continued storms, 
the feed should bo reduced accordingly. 
Full rations, with no exercise, is a fre­ 
quent cause of spinal meningitis, and 
other serious ailments of horses.

American 
Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association has issued a neat 
pamphlet containing their charter, 
constitution and by-laws, tho rules 
governing entries to the American 
Aberdeen-Angus Herd Book, also a 
condensed report of the annual meet­ 
ing held Nov. 14, 1889. 
An experiment made the past sum­ 
mer with cows proved that when a 
handful of salt, or about two ounces of 
it, was given every day, the yield of 
butter was increased one-fifth; and 
when salt was withheld the yield fell 
off in the same proportion. The reason, 
beyond question, is that as salt is re­ 
quired for full digestion of the food, 
more of the food was changed into 
milk. Keep rock-salt within reach of 
the cows. 
From slipping the heavy draught or 
fast-driving horses are especially liable 
to sprain of the tendons or ligaments, 
causing lameness. 
The parts are 
feverish, hot, tender, and painful. In 
all cases of lameness in horses, the foot 
should be carefully examined, as nails, 
defective shoeing, or injury of the foot 
are the most common causes of lame-^ 
ness. In cattle or sheep the feet may 
also be the most frequent seat of in­ 
jury. If the heel cannot he put down 
level on the ground, the strain is loca­ 
ted in the back tendons, and if not of 
recent injury a high-heeled shoe will 
relieve the strain upon the tender ten­ 
don. In acute cases hot applications 
should be used.
